2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A review of applicants' arguments in amendment filed on February 9, 2005 and a 
review of the instant amended claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are 
allowable over the applied prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest that 
the UV-impermeable material has a transmission for electromagnetic radiation in the 
range of 240-320 nm is below 2% and that the UV-impermeable material is transparent. 
Also, no evidentiary support could be provided to support the position that the instant 
claimed invention would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art.
